'Permanent Investigations sub­ 
committee grilled the execu­ 
tives for the second straight 
day, questioning high profits of 
fuel giants 
in light of the 
energy crisis. 
“There is no use kidding 
ourselves where your profits 
are,” said the subcommittee 
chair man, 
Sen. 
Henry M. 
Jackson. D Wash. “Quit going 
around the mulberry bush.” 
The hearing—one of several 
congressional forums on the 
crisis—was conducted as the 
Labor 
Department 
anounced 
that the price of fuel oil and 
coal rose 44.7 per cent in 1973. 
It went up 11.1 per cent in 
December alone. 
The department’s Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics 
said 
price 
increases for gasoline, heating 
oil, electricity, natural ¿as, coal 
and other energy items ac­ 
counted for more than one third 
of an overall 0.7 per cent rise in 
the American’s cost of living in 
December. 
An early-December survey by 
the government—prior to sharp 
increases later in the m onth- 
showed the cost of gasoline at 
service stations had risen 4.4 
per cent over November. For 
1973 as a whole, gasoline and 
motor oil went up 18.6 per cent. 
Shell Oil Co. president, Harry 
Bridges, told the Senate hear­ 
ings that its members had been 
unfairly comparing 1973 oil 
profits with “a very low 1972 
performance.” 
Looking 
over 
several years, he said, “there 
is no bonanza in these profits 
whatsoever.” 
Other Senate committees took 
up questions such as natural 
gas regulation, whether there 
should be a windfall profits tax 
on oil producers, the effect of 
the crisis on the poor and the 
safety 
of 
nuclear 
reactors, 
while 
two 
House 
hearings 
looked into how much oil and 
gas is hold in reserve on public

Sharp increases for food and 
fuel led a surge of 0.7 per cent 
in consumer prices in Decem­ 
ber to push living costs up by 
8.8 per cent for 1973—biggest 
rise since 1947. 
The Labor Department’s Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics, 
In 
announcing the new December 
statistics today, said last year’s 
big increase in living costs was 
greater than the previous two 
years combined. Prices went up 
3.4 per cent in both 1971 and 
1972. 
The BLS said the December

The governor, in the weekly 
“Report from the Statehouie” 
program, discusaed a survey to 
be made as preliminary to that 
fight over the future of the 
state’s railroad system under a 
new federal law. 


Bowen also commented os a 
variety of Issues new before the 
Indiana Legislature, Including 
proposed additional relief I» the 
property tax on Inventories, a 
change In date for reassessment 
of property, ethics speed-up in 
interstate completion, phosphate 
laundry detergents and a lottery 
bill. 
The program was videotaped 
Thursday afternoon at Station 
WTTV for release throughout 
the state this weekend. 
When a newsman asked Bew- 
en if the state is In danger of 
losing some of the rail service 
it now has under the federal re­ 
organization plan, Bowen re­ 
plied: “You bet. We Just won 
the first battle—and that is that 
Congress has acted. The action 
that is going to be taken wiH in 
the next few months just desig­ 
nate the ©ore Enos and this 
leaves up in the air the tribu­ 
taries that run. off the core 
lin•s.,, 
'Bowen said a commission he 
recently named wiH conduct a 
survey “as to' the importante of 
every tributary on the lines so 
we do not isolate some business 
or some town that is dependent 
upon raH transportation.

Dame had never been the No. 1 
major college basketball team 
in the nation, not even for a 
single week, until they upset 
UCLA, 71-70, Saturday.

Board of Coaches’ ratings this 
week. 
But can Notre Dame hold the 
top spot for more than a single 
week?

To Return To 
Racing Circuit 


CHICAGO (UPI) —Lee Kunz 
man vow s he’ll again .return to 
the racing circuit as he did 
once before following an escape 
from death 
Kunzman, who last year drove 
the US AC big cars as well as 
sprints and midgets, currently 
is in the Chicago Rehabilitation 
Center, convinced he soon will 
be recovered from a tire testing 
accident that left him uncon­ 
scious with critical head in­ 
juries and a paralysis oí his left 
side. 
Although he still suffers dou­ 
ble vision and less than aver- 
ge function of muscles in his 
left side Kunzman has beaten 
medical predictions that he 
would have a permanent disa­ 
bility. 
“ By the first of the month 
I’ll be 100 per cent,” Kunzman 
said. 
Kunz in an, 29, was injured in 
the crash of his Indianapolis 
race car during a tire test at 
the Ontario Motor Speedway n 
California. 
“I dislike not remembering 
what happened,** Kunzman said 
of the crash. “ You can’t learn 
much if you can’t remember. 
The last thing I recall is the 
early morning practice We got 
up to 193 miles an hour and I 
remember coming in. for a 
chassis change. That was it. 
Everything else is a blank No­ 
body knows what happened.” 
Kunzman, who joined ’he 
Phoenix - based 
Cobre-Fire­ 
stone Fletcher Racing Team 
last season, made his first 
comeback after he suffered a 
broken neck and was severely 
burned in a sprint car race at 
Odessa, Mo., June 5, 1970. Less 
than a year after that accident, 
he won. a sprint, car main event. 
Kunzman now undergoes 17 
hours of rehabilitation exercises 
weekly at the rehabilitation cen 
ter. But, his work does not stop 
when he leaves the center. At 
his Chicago apartment, .Kunz­ 
man exercises his own therapy, 
which includes weight lifting 
and other exercises. 
Returning to the oval wars 
does not bother the Guttenburg, 
Iowa, product at all. 
“ It’s just one of those things,” 
Kunzr.ian said. “The rehabilita­ 
tion center is filled up—and I'm 
the only race driver there. So, 
we know that people can get 
hurt doing other things. 
“Of course, it will take me a 
few laps to get going again, but , 
I’m sure everything will get 
back to normal in a hurry.’

GET THE RIGHTS RIGHT 
When Indiana’s 18-to-21-year-old rights 
legislation went into effect last year, a great deal of 
confusion resulted. 
Many young people still aren’t* sure Just what 
they can now do legally that they couldn’t before. 
It’s no wonder that all is not immediately clear. 
Some 250 laws were changed to give the 18 to 21 
group rights previously reserved to those 21 and 
older. 
To help the public understand the involved 
changes, Mrs. Bauer, an Extension family 
economics specialist from Purdue university, has 
come to the rescue with this list of some of the main 
new rights held by Hoosiers, 18 to 21 years old. Here 
they are: 
—They can buy items and borrow money without 
getting parents to sign for it. 
—They can vote and seek many public offices 
such as mayor of a consolidated city, city-county 
council member and school board member. 
—They can serve on a jury and appear before a 
court without a guardian. 
—They can get married without consent and be a 
guardian or adopt a child. 
—They can sign contracts, buy insurance and 
own property. 
—Tiie> can buy from a pawnbroker. 
—They can be licensed in several occupational 
fields, including architecture, health ad* 
ministration and real estate. (Of course, they must 
meet educational and specialized training 
qualifications.) 
Although l8-to-21-year-olds have gained many 
rights, there are still things they are not permitted 
to do, Mrs. Bauer points out. For example, it is 
illegal for them to: 
—Hold an office which is reserved for older 
people by the Constitution. Such offices include 
governor, state senator and representative, and 
president. 
—Drink alcoholic beverages or hold an alcoholic 
beverage license. 
—Buy certain weapons or explosives. 
—Drive a school bus. 
—Join a police force or become a fireman in some 
counties.

SLOWER DRIVING FEWER FATALITIES 
In recognition of the energy crisis, countless 
motorists are driving slower. 
The generally accepted rate of speed is not in 
excess of 55 miles an hour. 
Most drivers on state and county highways are 
folio wing this recommendation. 
While a reduction in speed is noted on Interstate 
highways, the record on these roads is not as good. 
A motorist driving on Interstate 74 between 
Greensburg and the interchange at St. Paul 
reported that at 55 miles an hour he was passed by 
14 cars and trucks. Quite a few of these were rolling 
along at some 70 mile an hour or more. 
Reduced speed on highways may prove an in­ 
convenience to many motorists and truck drivers. 
However, one beneficial effect is reported for 
Indiana during December. 
While the 86 traffic deaths in the last month of 
1973 were too high, there were 90 lower than in 
November 1973. 
In fact, the number of traffic deaths in Indiana 
for December was the lowest for this month In 29 
years. In 1944, the number of traffic fatalities in 
Indiana in December totaled 76. 
Obviously, the volume of highway traffic has 
expanded vastly during the past 29 years. 
However, traffic fatalities in 1942 were down to 57 
for December, the lowest recorded in Indiana. 
Highest number of traffic fatalities for December 
in Indiana was 158 in 1967. 
The matter of inconvenience should be secondary 
to the need for improvement of highway safety. 
One of the major factors in traffic accidents and 
fatalities is speed. 
Even if gasoline should become more plentiful in 
the years ahead, reduction of highway speed should 
be considered, in view of the tragedy, human 
suffering and financial losses from highway ac­ 
cidents.

THE WATER RUNOFF CONTROVERSY 
I am not an architect, and could not work for the 
firm of James and Associates, who are in charge of 
building the new elementary school buildings north 
of town; neither am I an engineer, and could not 
take a place of the staff of Henry B. Steeg & 
Associates, engineering consultants for the city of 
Rushville. However, what little brains I have have 
not turned to mashed potatoes, and it appears to me 
that all this controversy over whether Hodges 
Branch is going to flood after the new school 
building is built is a lot of hogwash. 
Ever since anyone can remember — that is, 
anyone who has lived in Rushville for the past 40 or 
50 years — knows that Hodges branch always floods 
during times of heavy rainfall. Citizens of Jackson, 
Sexton, and Arthur Streets many times in the past 
have seen rivers of water flowing down the streets, 
through their yards, yea, even up into their homes. 
This has always been a problem. 
Now, suddenly, it seems the City Council, or 
somebody, is wanting assurance from the School 
Board that with the construction of the new school 
buildings and a 48-inch storm sewer dumping ad- 
ditional water into Hodges Branch, this will all be 
cured, and there will be no more flooding. 
I readily understand that the construction of the 
new buildings, with the roof areas taking away 
whatever ground seepage might be there, could add 
some to the amount of water coming into the north 
part of the city. But, how in the world will a storm 
sewer dumping into a small, overloaded open ditch, 
which later on itself disappears into underground 
passageway across the city, take care of the 
flooding situation? 
There will always be flooding in the north part of 
Rushville, until a new storm sewer is constructed 
across the city to assist Hodges Branch with the 
runoff. 
You cannot stuff over half a mile wide water 
runoff into a small affair like Hodges Branch and 
not get some left overs. A mashed potato brain 
would know better than this.

John Garrett, director of 
Information for the Republican 
State Central Committee, hopes 
to improve the percentage of 
representation.

Garrett was 
formerly 
a 
reporter for WTTV television, 
covering state government and 
the legislature. He was an­ 
chorman of the first weekly

nouncement, you must know 
that Marion County is one of 
the few where a screening 
committee Is appointed to select 
candidates which will receive 
party organizational support. 
Garrett was interested In a seat 
during the 1972 election, but did 
not enter the race when he 
failed to be slated by the 
committee. He is more con­ 
fident of support this time, 
a l t h o u g h his district is

Republicans, til expected to 
seek re-election. Several can­ 
didates entered the race last

without 
organizational 
support, and many beat the 
machine. 
Garrett said: “I think a 
newsman, 
unlike 
even 
a 
legislator, sees both houses of 
the General Assembly. He sees 
many, many committees, rather 
than just those of which he is 
a member. He gets an overview 
of the General Assembly and 
State Government that no one 
else ever sees. I think that it 
is not necessarily a good thing 
that a newsman cannot be 
openly considered for pitolic 
office or engage in party 
politics.” 
Commenting on his philosophy 
of 
government, 
he 
said: 
“Basicly I believe in the old 
adage that government ought 
not do for a person what that 
person can do for himself. I 
might add, nor should it 
prohibit him from doing what 
he has a right to do.” 
I wish John well in this en­ 
deavor. He has done a good 
job with the Republican State 
c o m m i t t e e .

■ The 1973 legislature has set in 
motion the transition of taking light­ 
weight trucks off the property tax 
rolls and placing them under an ex­ 
cise tax. 
It’s similar to the changeover 
several years ago which applied to 
automobiles. Some 400,000 trucks 
under 11,000 pounds gross weight 
are affected. Excise collections will 
begin in January. 
The change from one system to 
another posed a problem that now 
has been cleared up. 
The timing of the new law — 
which was enacted after the 1973 
assessment period in which trucks 
were assessed for taxes payable in 
1974 — raised the possibility that 
trucks might be double-taxed next 
year. 


But that won’t happen. 
State officials have devised pro­ 
cedures to ease the changeover 
and to avoid the possibility of con­ 
fusion. * 


County officials have been in­ 
structed to start procedures that 
will get the vehicles off the prop­ 
erty tax rolls and properly identify 


those that should be included 
under the excise tax system. 
In checking his property tax bill, 
if a truck owner finds that the cor­ 
rection has not yet been made, he 
should contact his county auditor, 
who can resolve the problem. 
All trucks must have their new li­ 
censes by the end of February. 
Plates may be purchased by mail, 
using pre-printed registration 
forms mailed out by the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles. Those forms will 
show the correct amount of excise 
tax due on the truck. 
Owners of trucks must declare, 
when purchasing plates, the weight 
of the vehicle. This should be a 
combination of the net weight of 
the truck and the weight of In­ 
tended loads. 
In the long run, the new system 
of taxing trucks will be simpler and 
more equitable for Hoosier citi­ 
zens. 
Giving local officials the job of 
m onitoring, and correcting any 
problems that may develop during 
the changeover will make it easier 
for truck owners to get action and 
answers. 
SCIENCE TODAY

DALLAS (UPI) — Dr. James 
M. Lipton carefully reached 
around 
a 
fidgety 
squirrel 
monkey and adjusted the brain 
implant used in a temperature 
regulation study. 
“This is our $6,500 monkey,” 
Lipton said, releasing the small 
monkey’s head. “It really cost 
about $55, but it’s worth 100 
times that in research we’ve 
conducted with it.” 
Lipton, 34-year-old assistant 
professor in the Department of 
Physiology at the University of 
Texas Southwestern Medical 
School, is conducting research 
into a particular body mech­ 
anism that controls fever in 
squirrel monkeys—and humans. 
He believes he has found not 
only one, but two, thermo 
regulatory centers in the brain. 
Temperature Control 
He said the primary thermo­ 
stat is in temperature sensitive 
cells in an area, called the 
preoptic anterior hypothalamic 
region, at the base or floor of 
the brain. “That part of the 
brain seems to play a great 
part in temperature control.” 
Lipton said if the preoptic 
region is heated, body tempera­ 
ture decreases, and if the 
region is cooled, body tempera­ 
ture increases. 
“But we’ve found that if this 
region is knocked out, one still 
has a great deal of temperature 
control,” Lipton said excitedly 
“So that meant there had to be 
a second region.” 
Lipton said he believes the 
lowermost portion of the brain, 
known as the medulla oblon­ 
gata, is the secondary thermo­ 
stat. 
He 
said 
when 
this 
particular region is heated or 
cooled, the same effects occur 
in body temperature. 
“It’s not the quite same as 
the preoptic region,” Lipton 
said. “It behaves as though it’s 
a secondary mechanism—prob­ 
ably left over from evolutionary 
ancestors who had poor regula­ 
tion.” 
Thermo Regulation 
Lipton said early man depend­ 
ed almost solely on behavioral 
thermo 
regulation, 
or 
the 
conscience experience of heat 
and cold. 
“That is,they didn’t have 
sweating or panting,” he said. 
“They moved from a hot to a 
cold place and so on. The 
desert animals are an example 
of this.” 
Therefore, Lipton said, early 
men had a broad band of heat 
regulation rather than the fine 
physiological thermo regula­ 
tion, such as sweating, that 
modern man possesses. 
What good is the secondary 
thermo regulation? 
“Well, we know there is 
thermo regulation under gener­ 
al anesthesia, but it’s not a fine 
regulation,” Lipton said. “The 
fine regulation is destroyed 
under general anesthesia.” 
Lipton said he believes the 
preoptic region is deactivated 


under general anesthesia and 
medulla, or secondary control, 
the patient runs off of his 
“We’re looking for other 
regions, but right now, I think 
the preoptic and medulla are 
the primary temperature con­ 
trols,” Lipton said. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UPI) 
— Replacement of the knee— 
perhaps the most complicated 
of all human joints—has been a 
challenge to medical science 
for years and no one has yet 
come up with the right answer. 
But a group of orthopedic 
surgeons, rheumatologist* and 
related scientists are informally 
pooling their knowledge and 
hope to find it soon. 
Dr. Donald B. Kettlekamp, 
professor and 
chairman of 
Orthopedic 
Surgery 
at the 
University of Arkansas, is one 
of the leaders 1 n the field 
coordinating 
some 
of 
the 
research and development. 
Kettlekamp is not satisfied 
with any of the artificial knees 
now in use and he and his 
associates are seeking to build 
a better one. In a recent 
interview 
he Mkened 
knee 
r e p 1 a c e me n t to hip re­ 
placement, surgery that has 
proved highly successful in 
recent years. 
“The problem with the knee 
is that it is a lot more 
complicated than the hip and 
we don’t know all the an­ 
swers,” he said. “The knee is 
the most complicated joint in 
the body with the possible 
exception of the wrist.’ 
Pioneer Stage 
The chief destroyer of knee 
joints—or for that matter all 
human joints—is rheumatoid or 
degenerative arthritis. Running 
far behind this disease as a 
cause are football, auto and 
related injuries which present 
the same problem: the joint 
has ceased to work adequately 
and cannot be corrected by 
routine surgery. 
At present, artificial knees 
might be described as being 
almost in a pioneer stage of 
deveiopment as compared to 
the 
more 
satisfactory 
and 
s u c c e s s ful hip joint re­ 
placements. 
In fact, in young persons who 
have no other bodily joint 
problems or seem likely to 
have them, most surgeons opt 
to make the knee stiff rather 
than replace the joint with an 
artificial one, Kettlekamp says. 
The cartilage is removed and 
the surgeon induces the remain­ 
ing bones to grow together. 
“This is because we are not 
certain how long these (ar­ 
tificial) joints will last,” he 
said. There era no studies on 
the subject, which is another 
area 
where hit 
group is 
gathering data. 
A Last Alternative 
In arthritic cases where the 
degenerative p r o c e s s often 
spreads to other joints, knee 
replacement is still considered 
as a last alternative when there 


to no 'Other hope to save toe 
joint. 
Ketlekamp’8 
research 
has 
led him to believe three basic 
types of knee replacements are 
needed: 
“A knee to put in when the 
patient has no ligaments or a 
lot of bone loss and flexion 
deformity. A knee to put in 
when the ligaments are good, 
not much bone loss and not 
much flexion deformity. And a 
knee to put in when only one 
part of the knee is bad, say the 
inside half is bad and the 
outside half is good.” 
Kettlekamp and the others 
working on the problem keep in 
touch through letters and long 
distance calls from throughout 
the world. “There is a ready 
exchange of information and 
cooperation among this group,' 
he said.

Business Writer 
NEW YORK (UPI) — Engi­ 
neers are making a comeback 
in the Job market at a time 
when unemployment Is rising in 
a generally gloomy economy. 
Industry faces 
a

shortage of engineers 'in the 
aftermath of the last recession 
when thousands deserted the 
field and disenchanted students 
spurned the profession. 
The Engineers Joint Council 
estimated recently that by 1977 
the nation’s top engineering and 
manufacturing companies may 
have 10,000 engineering jobs 
they can’t fill. 
Between 1969 and 1972 rough­ 
ly 60,000 engineers were unem­ 
ployed, 
according 
to 
John 
Alden. president of the Engi­ 
neering 
Manpower 
Council. 
Many of them drifted into 
tea chin? oi switched to more 
stable occupations. Freshman 
e n r o 11 m p u t in engineering 
schools fell 17 per cent in the 
1970-71 period and has since 
dropped 11 per cent, Alden 
said. “It’s going to be downhill 
for industry for the next five or 
six years,” he added. 
Recruitment Programs 
Corporations that depend on 
engineers 
to 
sustain 
their 
operations and develop new 
technology already have more 
than 1,000 unfilled slots, accord­ 
ing to Abbott-Bowe & As­ 
sociates. The El Segundo, Calif, 
management consulting firm 
recently staged the first in a 
series of nationwide recruit­ 
ment programs in New York to 
find engineers 
Twenty-five Fortune 500 com­ 
panies interviewed 700 current­ 
ly employed engineers with at 
least five years of experience. 
“ It’s hard to get engineers out 
of the bushes without some 
pirating,” said Walt Abbott, co­ 
founder of the firm, "but they’ll 
move for money since the old 
Victorian ethic of company 
loyalty is dead.” After the 
week-long effort, the corpora­ 
tions—including 18 in the power 
industry—expected to hire only 
20 to 25 engineers. 
“The energy crisis could 
temporarily slow the demand 
for engineers,” Abbott obser­ 
ved, “but right now the most 
active recruitment is coming 
from the power industry.” 
Salary War 
William B re it m ayer, presi­ 
dent of Executive Register, a 
clearing house for 9,000 execu­ 
tive resumes, said the oil 
shortage has touched off a 
salary war for nuclear and 
fossil fuel engineers and design­ 
ers of coal-fired boilers. “The 
engineer with nuclear training 
and background can command 
as much as $100,000 in today’s 
market,” said the head of the 
New Canaan, Conn. concern. 
The energy crisis also will 
result in some layoffs of 
engineers in the aerospace, 
automobile, chemical and pe­ 
troleum industries, Alden said. 
“Overall statistics show engi­ 
neers lose jobs because of shifts 
in industry ” he added. Despite 
charges during the last slump 
that corporations dump engi­ 
neers once their technology 
be TO mes obsolete, Alden said 
“studies have found layoffs are 
not aimed at older or higher 
paid technicians but those who 
have the least to offer the 
company.” 
For the moment engineering 
gradúa tes—parti cula rly 
worn- 
en_are bencfitting from the 
energy shortage, according to 
Dr. Nunzio J. Palladino, dean 
of Penn State University’s 
College 
of 
Engineering. 
A 
survey by the College Place­ 
ment Council revealed jobs 
offers for women with engineer­ 
ing bachelor degrees jumped 94 
per cent in 1972-73, while men 
received 83 per cent more 
offers than in 1971*72, he said. 
The average salary offer was 
$936 a month for women and 
$929 for men.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - On 
the basis of dollar volume, Jo* 
Karbo claims to have been the 
best-selling author in the United 
States in 1973, but you won’t 
find the name of his book on 
the literary lists. 
Karbo, author of a paper­ 
back called “The Lazy Man’s 
Way to Riches,” says he sold 
173,000 copie* last year at $10 
per. That add* up to almost 
$1.75 million, he notes. 
“It’s easy to figure,” he 
laughs, presumably on his way 
to the bank. “That’s why I 
made the price $10..” 
All his sales are by direct 
mail in response to newspaper 
and magazine ads. He took a 
fuilpage ad in Time magazine 


to lure buyers with his soft sell. 
He tells how he has a. $100,000 
beachfront home, a $30,000 
mountain cabin, two boats and 
a Cadillac—all acquired by his 
“Lazy Man’s Way.” 
Part of his pitch is a money- 
back guarantee. Karbo says he 
doesn’t even cash checks or 
money orders for at least 31 
days. 
The 'book combines positive 
thinking principles and auto­ 
suggestion plus 
sound 
and 
painstakingly detailed sugges­ 
tions on operating a mail order 
business. He calls it “direct 
response business.” 
About 10 per cent of those1 
who order the book request and 
get their money back, Karbo 
says, and this does not create a 
large dent in his profits. 
He arts as his own publisher 
and contracts the printing. 
Actual production of the book 
costs him 50 cents a copy, he 
says, but that does not include 
the thousands of dollars spent 
on advertising. 
This is not his first big seller, 
he says. He sold more than 
10,000 copies of a book on 
horse race handicapping and 
about the same number on a 
book caled “The Power of 
Money Management” at $3.95 a 
copy. 
He 
is 
making plans 
to 
distribute the “Lazy Man’s 
Way” in England and says, 
“We should sell three or four 
hundred thousand over there.” 
Basically, he says, he is an 
advertising man and his results 
indicate he knows the field. 
In the book, he gives advice 
on writing ads and says the 
chatty approach—like writing a 
letter to a friend—is best. 
The book tells how to get a 
discount on advertising rates 
with newspapers and maga­ 
zines and also ways of getting 
radio and television time at 
reduced rates. 
Karbo suggests picking a 
product for which there is a 
need or a service. 
The book has drawn “hun­ 
dreds of letters” from persons 
who have profited by it, he 
says.

Certificates 
worth 
up to 
twelve thousand dollars each 
are being mailed this month to 
5 0, 00 0 recently discharged 
Vietnam Era veterans, and 
millions more eligible veterans 
can have them for the asking. 
The mailings are certificates 
of eligibility for GI Bill benefits 
f r o m 
the 
Veterans 
Ad­ 
ministration. 
Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Donald E. Johnson said 
the new program is made 
possible by computers. For­ 
merly, each veteran had to 
apply for the certifícate and 
present a copy of his discharge. 
GI home loan certificates of 
eligibility are now being mailed 
out also. 
J o h n s o n said the new 
procedure which affects only 
recently discharged veterans 
will be much more convenient 
for GI Bill students, and it will’ 
free VA employees for coun­ 
seling duties and for more 
vigorous outreach” efforts. With 
a certificate in hand, Johnson 
speculated, a veteran is more 
likely to think seriously about 
education than he would if he 
still had to apply. 
The VA Administrator ex­ 
pressed hope that the reduced 
“red tape” — coupled with 
other VA outreach efforts — 
will bring more disadvantaged 
veterans into training. 
VA has used a special direct 
mail program to tell un­ 
dereducated Vietnam veterans 
about a “free entitlement” 
benefit that permits them to 
complete 
high 
school 
and 
collage 
preparatory 
courses 
under the GI Bill, while 
receiving monthly allowance 
checks, and with no charge 
against their basic entitlement 
Almost 200,000 have responded, 
but use of the GI Bill among 
high school drop-outs is still far 
below the rate for veterans who 
were ready for college when 
they entered military service. 
More than 47.2 per cent of 
Vietnam Era veterans have 
used some or all of their 
education benefits. This com­ 
pares to 48.8 per cent after WW 
II. More than 56 per cent of 
current enrólleos go to college 
compared to 28.6 per cent after 
WW II, Johnson said. 
A nationwide effort to find 
suitable and rewarding jobs for 
Vietnam Era disabled veterans 
has been, launched by the 
Veterans Administration, the 
N a t i o n a l A l l i a n c e of 
Businessmen and the Depart­ 
ment of Labor. 
Acting on a letter from 
President Nixon in which he 
expressed great concern for 
suitable careers for disabled 
veterans,

naires to 41,000 of the 368,000

service connected disabilities. 
Designed to identify veterans 
who want further training to1 
qualify for jobs or who want 
help in finding a suitable job, 
the questionnaire will be sent 
to all Vietnam disabled during 
the 'Coming months.

Commission spokesman «aid 
the State Department spokes­ 
man was whistling in the dark. 
“Once the press corps sees 
what it's like to elicit comment 
every time they ask a question 
they’ll be demanding substan­ 
tive responses from all of us,' 
the AEC spokesman warned. 
A Central Intelligence Agency 
spokesman pointed out that in 
dropping “no comment” from 
the FBI lexicon Kelley did not 
promise that comment always 
would be forthcoming.

‘I'm only thinking off the top 
of my head,” said «n Internal 
Revenue Service spokesman, 
“but how about responding to 
press queries with ‘dunno?’” 
“It makes you appear unin­ 
formed,” objected a spokesman 
for the American Battle Monu­ 
ments Commission. 
“I have nothing to tell you at 
this time” was rejected as 
likely to encourage a follow-up 
query later. “I would not 
dignify that question with a 
reply” was deemed oversen- 
s i t i v e. And ‘‘wild horses 
couldn’t drag that out of me” 
was vetoed as lacking the spirit 
of cooperation. 
I’ve heard rumors the spokes­ 
men finally settled on “I can 
neither confirm nor deny it* was 
their new' response. 
But when I asked their 
spokesman to confirm or deny 
it, he declined comment.

Even now1, you may be sure, 
some of the best brains in the 
country are working on the 
profolean. I am confident that 
they will soon have it licked. 
One of the time experts the 
government might do well to 
consult is Sam Crepuscule, a 
professional night watcher. 
Note that I have identified 
Crepuscule as a night watcher, 
not a night watchman. The 
latter is merely a watchman 
who works the night shift. 
Crepuscule, on the other hand, 
watches the night itself. 
Years of nocturnal watching 
have made him perhaps the 
world’s foremost authority on 
nighttime. 
Crepuscule believes the prob­ 
lems that have arisen w-ith the 
midwinter adoption of Daylight 
Saving Time came about in 
part because the government 
relied on the advice of daytime 
experts in setting up the new 
arrangement. 
The Solution 
The solution, he told me, may 
lie in a dual time system. 
“We already have divided the 
day into two time zones—a.m. 
and p.m.,” he said. “But there 
is no good reason why they 
have to be on the same 
schedule. 
“The p.m. zone could be an 
hour ahead of the a.m. zone, as 
the Eastern time zone is an 
hour ahead of Central time. 
“In other words, instead of 
o b s e r v i n g Daylight Saving 
Time the clock around, we 
would have Morning Standard 
Time and Evening Daylight 
Time. 
“The effect would be to delay 
the twilight’s last gleaming by 
an hour while holding the 
dawn’s early light in the same 
time spot.” 
I said, “That should make 
everybody happy. But how 
would it work?” 
“By 
using 
two 
clocks, 
Crepuscule 
explained. 
“The 
p.m. clock would have 11 hours 
and the a.m. clock 13.” 
I said, “Wouldn't wearing two 
watches be rather cumber­ 
some?” 
“Maybe so,” he replied, “but 
it sure 
beats 
milking by 
candlelight.” 
Ramsey Clark 
Eyes Senate 
RYE, N.Y. (UPI) - Ramsey

Charles Percy believes he has 
more than a “10 per cent 
chance” 
to win the 
1976 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation and is ready to take on 
anyone who says he doesn’t 
Percy, who plans to spend at 
least $90,000 this year on an as 
yet undeclared quest for his 
party’s nod, doesn’t like being 
scratched from the race before 
he’s had an opportunity to show 
his track record. 
So Percy bristled when Barry 
Goldwater bluntly said last 
November the Illinois senator 
didn’t have a ghost of a chance, 
predicting that Percy’s own 
state delegation would desert 
him.“Right now I wouldn’t give 
Chuck Percy a 10 per cent 
chance,” the Arizona conserva­ 
tive told this reporter in an 
interview. “I don’t think he can 
get the delegation from his own 
state. It’s not that he’s too 
liberal —but he’s too inconsis­ 
tent. He wanders all over hell’s 
half acre.” 
“Given Assurance” 
Percy, who last year went to 
great lengths to make peace 
with President Nixon, quickly 
contacted Goldwater when he 
heard 
of 
the 
story 
and 
extracted a pledge that Goldwa­ 
ter would support him if he won 
the nomination. 
“He nas given me that 
assurance,” Percy said con­ 
fidently. Goldwater, he added, 
explained to him “it -was just 
an off-the-cuff remark.” 
The exchaage between the 
two men is significant because 
it 
undoubtedly 
£o reshadow's 
another 
liberal-conservative 
party battle in 1976. 
As far as Goldwater is 
concerned, “85 per cent of all 
Republicans are conservative 
so we don’t worry about the 
remaining 15 per cent who are 
not.” 
The conservative wing of the 
party will be the dominant 
voice at the 1976 convention, he 
believes, and there is no way a 
moderate-liberal candidate like 
Percy could be nominated. 
During an interview, Percy 
said Goldwater was “pulling 
those 85-15 per cent figures out 
of the air.” 
“No figures I have seen 
indicate that,” Percy insisted. 
“In fact, polls show that half of 
all Republicans see themselves 
as middle-of-the-road 
Sheaf of Polls 
‘I would say that if he was 
talking about the 1964 conven­ 
tion (which nominated Gold­ 
water) where ( N e l s o n ) 
Rockefeller 
was booed and 
where 
extremism 
was 
the 
symbol, his figures come close 
to accuracy but that was not a 
representative year.” 
Pulling out a sheaf of polls, 
Percy was prepared to refute 
Goldwater’s 
10 per cent esti­ 
mate of Percy’s own prospects. 
Last year, before Gerald 
Ford became vice president, 
one nationwide poll gave Percy 
a 14 per cent rating among 
Republicans. At the same time, 


a name recognition survey gave 
Percy a 54 per cent rating. 
But some evidence of the 
accuracy of Goldwater’s politi­ 
cal predictions may have been 
evidenced in a recent Haris 
poll. 
In that survey, Ford was first 
with 25 per cent of Republicans 
questioned on their first choice 
for 
the 
GOP 
nomination. 
Ronald Reagan came in second 
with 20 per cent. 
Percy, who insists that “it’s 
premature to count anyone 
out.” came in third with 10 per 
cent.

(UPI) — President Nixon has 
decided to undertake a rhetori­ 
cal 
counter-offensive 
against 
the Senate Watergate commit­ 
tee, accusing some of its 
members of demogoguery and 
political partisanship, according 
to a high administration of­ 
ficial. 
In a bid to begin 1974 with a 
clean slate, the President and 
his aides hope to start from 
scratch again in a campaign to 
hang the label of “politics” on 
Nixon’s Watergate critics. They 
believe they can make some 
inroads 
by comparing 
the 
excesses of the late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy to Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin, D-N.C., chairman of the 
Watergate panel. 
“Ervin must be stopped, just 
as McCarthy was stopped,” 
said the official, who declined 
to be identified. 
The 
term “McCarthyism” 
coined in the early 1950’s came 
to be a synonym for character 
assassination. 
“Ervin is the safest man in 
the Senate because he is not 
running 
for re-election,” the 
official added. 
Other Targets 
But it is not just Ervin who 
has come under White House 
fire. 
Sen. Lowell P. Weicker, R- 
Conn., chief counsel Sam Dash 
and assistant counsel Rufus 
Edmisten are other targets in 
the White House drive to end 
the inquiry and to get the 
committee to wind up its work 
with a final report . 
Presidential aides have decid­ 
ed that the American people 
are fed up with Watergate, and 
will be receptive to a bid by the 
President to recoup his waning 
prestige. 
Whether they can 
drum up popular support as a 
result of the new strategy, 
decided at the highest levels, 
remains to be seen. 
“The 
fact 
is 
we 
have 
provided information to the 
American 
people, and the 
American 
people will not 
tolerate continued politicizing of 
Watergate,” the official said. 
“The American people are fed 
up.“We’ve gone through 1973 
with the innuendo charges. It’s 
time for Congress to stop the 
demogoguery. Let’s knock off 
the politics. After a year of 
charges against the President, 
his family and every one else 
and thousands of hours of 


testimony, people are saying, 
‘Knock this off. We’ve had it. 
We can’t go on like this. W’e’ve 
got too much to do.’” 
Two Questions 
Nixon is cooperating with 
Watergate special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski and the grand 
jury deliberations, but feels the 
Democratic-controlled 
Congre­ 
ss is trying to keep the issue 
alive indefinitely. 
Two questions to consider are 
whether the new strategy will 
w'ork w'hen the House Judiciary 
Committee gets fully under way 
in • its impeachment inquiry— 
what with the likelihood of 
subpoenas and requests for 
confidential tapes and docu­ 
ments—and what kind of role 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford 
will play. 
Ford has indicated he will 
lobby against impeachment on 
Capitol Hill, but he does not 
want to make enemies, and 
lately he has been parting 
company 
slightly 
with 
the 
White House over the Senate 
committee’s access to presiden­ 
tial documents. 
When Ford indicated that a 
compromise might be possible 
over the committee’s demand 
for a mass of presidential 
materials, he did not check 
beforehand 
with the White 
House, and the White House did 
not publicly back him up. 
Ford is trying to be con­ 
ciliatory, and does not want to 
be pushed into the role of his 
predecesor, Spiro T. Agnew, 
as a point man against Nixon 
critics. But it is not known how 
much impact his advice will 
have on a determined Presi­ 
dent, who is weighing his own 
survival.

Allocations

Governor Bowen apparently won 
an argum ent with the Federal 
Energy Office on federal fuel 
a 1 toe a ti on p rog r a. m s. 
The FEO authorized the Indi­ 
ana Department of Commerce 
to administer hardship alloca­ 
tions of fuel oil, propane, resi- 
daal. oil. and automobile gaso­ 
line, Bowen's office announced 
Monday. 
The 
commerce 
departm ent 
will take over the program Feb.. 
1. 
Bowen, along with other Mid­ 
west 
governors, 
rcecntly m et 
with officials in Washington to 
express their displeasure with, 
new FEO regulations that would 
have given states a role only in 
fuel oil allocation program s. 
Fed e r a 1 a Hoc a Lion, reg ul a t. ions 
on gasoline will apply only to 
wholesalers. 
O n l y 
wholesale 
suppliers and purchasers may 
apply for hardship status, the 
FEO said. 
The new rule is designed to 
help equalize gasoline distribu­ 
tion nationwide. 
The 
so-called 
hardship 
re­ 
serve 
of 
fuels 
available 
to 
stales for allocation is limited 
to four per cent of the monthly 
fuel oil supply in the 
state, 
three per cent for propane and. 
gasoline and lVi per cent for 
residual oil. 
Fuel 
users 
wanting 
to 
in­ 
crease their allocation, or new 
users requiring designation of a 
supplier, can do so through an 
oil company rather than a gov­ 
ernm ental 
agency 
under 
the 
new rules.
